The rate of voters at St. Mary’s 
was approximately one per 
minute, running to 55 per hour. 
As expected, the 2-hour period 
from 7:00 a.m. to 9:00 a.m. and 
the 3-hour period from 5:00 to 
8:00 p.m. were the heaviest, and 
accounted for about 15% of the 
total vote.” : 

From Harold Sarbacher, 
Evans’ campaign worker: ‘‘No 
question about it, Foggy Bot- 
tom took him over. the top. 
Precinct 3 residents, in an 
unusual show of voters, crowd- 
ed the polls at St. Mary’s and at 
times it seemed more like a 
private party.” 

The winning plurality was 386 
votes, 280 of which came from

precincts 2, 3 and 4. The 198 
Evans’ votes at St. Mary’s were 
responsible for over 50% of the 
winning plurality. 

A large part of the victory was 
attributed to a well-coordinated 
and hard-working campaign 
staff, as well as a rash of ‘‘meet 
and greet” parties for Evans, 
held at the larger apartment 
buildings in Foggy Bottom. 

Evans and his campaign staff 
lost no time in phoning and 
writing individual thanks to the 
community, and he appeared at 
the May 9 ANC-2A meeting to 
thank the Ward 2 voters per- 
sonally, promising them that he 
would support their concerns on 
City Council. 

Evans will now Chair the 
Committee on Self-Determina- 
tion, and sit on the Committee 
on Public Services, the Commit- 
tee on Public Works and the 
Committee on Regional 
Authorities. 


“Don’t Cause Any 
Trouble...I Have 
A Knife’’ 


These were the frightening 
words that 79-year-old 
Watergate resident John Can- 
nady heard as he lay flat on the 
ground at the underpass at 26th 
and K Streets, hoping his at- 
- tacker would spare his life. 

This was the second time in 
two years that Cannady had 
been threatened at the same 
spot. Last year he was lucky. He 
diverted an attack by two men 
who had split to wait on either 
end of the tunnel to rob him as 
he entered. He did not; he mov- 
ed in another direction.

A request by the C&P Telephone Company to have a $44.4 
million increase in a variety of telephone fees is documented in Bill 
850 at the Public Service Commission. 

It translates to a 57% increase in residential fees, and a mere 5% 
increase in commercial business fees. 

Docket 212, on 4/24/91, refers to a letter from William P. 
Gilbreath, dated 4/20/91, to Jesse Clay of C&P which says that 
Gilbreath is concerned that “‘a public utility would have the nerve 
to request a 57% increase.”

Responding to recent reports 
of muggings, the ANC is con- 
sidering a proposal to request 
that the pedestrian tunnel at 
26th & K Street be closed. Se- 
cond District Police Lt. Willie 
Burton appeared at the last 
ANC meeting to hear the com- 
munity’s concerns about the 
tunnel. 

Also discussed was aggressive 
panhandling by the homeless 
and other persons, which some 
citizens feel has become a threat 
to the community. Lt. Burton 
told those in attendance that the 
D.C. Corporation Counsel. is 
losing the cases brought up 
because of inadequate language 
in the law. 

The community at large is 
asked to report any aggressive 
panhandling, intimidation, 
muggings, robberies and any 
other threat to their safety. 
Many of these infractions have 
not been reported officially to 
the police, and it is important 
that the community have ac- 
curate statistics which will give 
‘‘weight’’ to any proposal 
developed for the safety of our 
citizens: No action will be taken 
unless there is a record of a 
problem.

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IMF Opens D.C. Bicentennial Exhibit 


‘Washington, D.C.: 200 
Years Through Architecture,” 
is the title of the exhibit being 
shown through June 18 at the 
IMF Visitors’ Center, 700 19th 
Street, N.W. The Center is 
open daily from 9:30 a.m. to 
6:00 p.m. 

This exhibition traces two 
hundred years of Washington 
history through architecture as 
depicted in engravings, maps, 
photographs, drawings, and 
paintings. 

1791. L’Enfant’s brilliant but 
largely unrealized scheme for 
Washington is inspired by eight 
cities of Europe: Paris, London, 
Amsterdam, Madrid, Genoa, 
Naples, Florence and Venice. 
L’Enfant’s vision is appropriate 
to the topography, climate, in- 
digenous materials, and pur- 
poses of the city: that is, affairs 
of state. His design reflects his 
belief in this new social and 
political order where the power- 
ful and the humble are equally 
represented. 

1800-1850. In the absence of 
trained U.S.-born architects, 
only talented amateurs make use 
of L’Enfant’s architectural pat- 
tern books. His floor plans, 
facades, and ornaments are 
modified to suit the taste of the 
builder or client. Few move 
here, most developers bankrupt, 
and the city languishs. 

1880-1900. Washington grows 
dramatically (from 40,000 to 
280,000 in 1900) and this 
growth coincides with the first 
Americans to be trained as ar- 
chitects, primarily at Ecole des 
Beaux Arts. Demand for hous- 
ing, and commercial and 
government buildings, results in 
thousands of new structures fre- 
quently (and loosely) styled after 
the romantic Italianate, French 
mansarded Empire III, and 


Richardsonian Romanesque 
Revival. 

With the industrial revolution 
creating enormous private for- 
tunes, demand grows for social 
and physical improvements ap- 
propriate to a national capital. 
In 1899, Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, Jr., lays out his plan for 
the city. Motivated by Greek 
democratic ideals, Roman 
republican stateliness, nine- 
teenth century English social 
consciousness, and French ar- 
tistry, he calls for a return to 
L’Enfant’s urbane concepts and 
an integral park system. 

City Beautiful Movement 
(1900-1935). For 35 years Rick 


Olmsted guides Washington |

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City to Honor Desert Storm Veterans 


The largest military parade 
since World War II will be held 
June 8 on Constitution Avenue 
to honor the U.S. troops who 
participated in Desert Storm 
operation. 

There will be 10,500 service 
personnel participating and will 
be part of a daylong tribute to 
the U.S. troops who helped 
liberate Kuwait. The procession 
will be led by General H. Nor- 
man Schwarzkopf, commander 
of Desert Storm. 

Every branch of the military 
service and every unit that took 
part in the military operation 
will be reviewed by President 
Bush. 

The tribute is scheduled to 
begin at 9:00 a.m. with a 
memorial service at Arlington 
National Cemetery for those 
who died in the war. 

The parade is slated to begin 
at 1:00 on Capitol Hill and pro- 
ceed along Constitution Avenue, 
past the Vietnam Veterans and 


Korean War memorials and end 
near the Theodore Roosevelt 
Bridge. The exact route has not 
been determined. In addition to 
the troops and military hard- 
ware, the parade will include 
military bands and floats. 

After the parade, spectators 
will be able to do some review- 
ing of their own on the Mall, 
where various types of 
weaponry and equipment used 
in the Gulf War will be on 
display. Members of the 
military will be on hand to ex- 
plain the equipment and answer 
questions. 

A picnic, probably the largest 
ever, will be held for the troops 
on the Ellipse. Each of the ex- 
pected 10,500 marchers will be 
invited. 

The tribute will continue at 
approximately 7 p.m. on the 
Mall with a “USO entertain- 
ment gala.” The tribute will 
climax about 9 p.m. with a 
fireworks display.

My old friend Fred was com- 
plaining, as he does frequently. 

“Tve been trying to find some- 
one to come in, help take care of 
my wife,” he said. “You wouldn’t 
believe nobody wants to work.” 

“They don’t?” I said. 

“No more,” said Fred, “You 
take, some years back, old Aunt 
Sarah had a bad stroke. They got 
a widow woman to come in, 
cleaned her up, got her breakfast, 
tidied up the house, and so on. 
She did the laundry, got the meals, 
and then, after early supper, got 
Aunt Sarah back to bed. And that 
was that.” 

“Sounds like a long day,” I said. 

“Sure, but no heavy work,” 
said Fred. “She was treated like 
family. Aunt Sarah loved Mis’ 
Clemens.” 

“And for all that, how much 
did you pay her?” I inquired. 

“I was comin’ to that,” said 
Fred. “All it cost was thirty five 
dollars a week. Cash.” 

“Sounds awful low,” I said. 

“A dollar bought a lot more 
then,” said Fred, “and, livin’ with 
her son, Mis’ Clemens was able to 
get by. 

“Anyway,” said Fred, “Now 
nobody wants to work. Couple of 
widows, they got Social Security, 
don’t hafta take a helper job. 
Another one, she wants mini- 
mum wage, that’s like hundred 
sixty a week, forty hours, and 
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there’s forms to send in, and you ` 


got to pay Social Security tax.” 

I didn’t want Fred to think I 
was unsympathetic, but it’s better 
today. A widow, or anybody, 
shouldn’t have to take a job as a 
devoted slave. With Social Securi- 
ty they can live out their lives 
with some dignity. We have to 
find a way to live with that. 

One thing the economists don’t 
emphasize: the stability these huge 
Social Security payment give as a 
base for our economy. It’s now 
nearly eighteen billion dollars 
every month, and most of it is 
spent quickly. Without it, welfare 
rolls would be a lot higher. 

Foggy Bottom. We cannot say 
exactly how many in Foggy Bot- 
tom are receiving Social Security. 
But, excluding students, it is 
estimated over half receive this 
monthly check. For many it 
means dignity and independence, 
instead of being a burden on a son 
or daughter, or the bitter bread of 
charity insome sad and imper- 
sonal “home.” 

I have an idea. Change the rules 
to make funds available for seniors 
to move in together, for lower liv- 
ing costs, better security, and be- 
ing better able to cope with health 
emergencies. 

Where help is needed,* the 
“golden age? monthly check 
could make such arrangements 
possible, at less than a third of the 
fees now being paid for inade- 
quate care in a nursing home.
